Car Output at Normal 
Level; Industry Is 


Alert

KTROIT, Oct. 7.—Au- 

tomobile production § in 
the United States and Canada 
has been on the decline for 
the last two or three months 


and output for September 
was well under the 450,000 
mark. 


The peak of motor car production 


was reached in April, when 663,237 
were made. In May the figure was 
635,579; in June, 567,046 and July, 
517,854 and August, 513,843. There 
seems to have been a rapid falling 
off in truck production recently, 
even more so than passenger cars 


While, on the face of this, fig- 
ures would scem to indicate that 
output has come back to a low 
level, a glance at the production 
figures of September, 1928, shows 
that 436,507 cars and trucks were 
manufactured. Therefore, final 
figures for September this year 
undoubtediy will indicate a nor- 
mal business month as far as au- 
tomobile manufacturing plants are 
concerned. 

Business men, particularly, always 
show great interest in the automo- 
bile and when production declines

$1,200,000 OF TOOLS 
| AT CLEVELAND SHOW

Cleveland, Oct. 7.—Announce- 
ment that Soviet Russia had 
placed orders for $1,200,000 worth 
of machine tools at the five-day 
National Machine Tool Congress 
and Exposition here last week, 
was made by I. M. Markoff, vice- 
president of the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation, through which the 
orders were placed.

Indianapolis Car and Truck 


Sales Pass

NDIANAPOLIS, IND., Oct. 7.— 

The beginning of October 
found motor car sales and manu- 
facture here at a high level and 
increasing activity in prospect. 

Although September figures for 
the city showed a sharp falling off 
in sales from the average months 
of August and July, deliveries in 
both the passenger car and truck 
fields ran well ahead of the same 
inonth a year ago and the totals for 
the first three-quarters of the year 
topped the entire business of 1928. 

The state as a whole made a bet- 
ter showing in new car sales than 
the capital city itself, car and truck 
sales for Indiana having passed 
1928 totals by the end of August 
and this was true here also of 
trucks, but passenger car deliveries 
in the city failed to keep pace with 
rural demand. 

Early tabulations showed that 
between January 1 and September | 
30, 15,885 cars and 1,648 trucks | 
were sold here, while only 15,191 | 
cars and 1,260 trucks were deliv- 
ered throughout 1928.

CENTRAL AMERICAN ROAD 
CONFERENCE UNDER WAY; 
DISCUSSING PROBLEMS

Washington, Oct. 7.—Highway 
problems confronting the countries 
of Central America, with the co- 
operation of the United States in 
surveying the route of the Inter- 
American Highway, were to be dis- 
cussed today at the opening of the 
Central American Road Conference 
in Panama City. 

The conference was called by the 
government of Panama to coincide 
with the arrival in Panama City of 
the American delegation which at- 
tended the second Pan-American 
Congress of Highways at Rio de 
Janeiro during August. Since leav- 
ing Rio the delegation has visited 
several South American countries 
in connection with highway mat- 
ters. 

The delegation, which will arrive 
in the United States November 1, 
is composed of J. Walter Drake, 
former assistant secretary of com- 
merce, chairman; Representative 
Cyrenus Cole of Iowa, Thomas H. 
MacDonald, chief of tke United 
States Bureau of Public Roads; 
| Frank T. Sheets, chief highway en- 
gineer for Illinois; H. H. Rice, 
treasurer of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce, and 
Frederic A. Reimer, president of the 
American Road Builders’ Associa- 
tion.

Recently all of these organiza- 
tions were combined into a hold- 
ing and management company 
known as the Cord Corporation. 

It is also interesting to note 
that Mr. Cord probably is the 
youngest president of any auto- 
mobile company in the country. 
He became an enthusiast in avia- 
tion some time ago and owns his 
own plane which he uses a great 
deal in business and which, he 
Says, saves him a zreat deal of 
time. 

I do not believe it would be out 
of the way to tell how thorough 
he is, personally, in the manufac- 
ture of his products. When he 
proposed to bring out the Cord 
front drive car, he turned his 
engineers loose on the propcsition 
and gave them carte blanche. 
They worked day and night and 
finaily “whipped” the proposition, 
having three or four of the cars 
under test. When they went to 
Mr. Cord and told him they had 
done their job he asked for one 
of the models and started for the 


Pacific Coast in it. 
In due course of time he 
reached the Pacific Coast, pur- 


posely traveling over some of the 
roughest roads. When he drove 
the car back to Auburn, Ind., he 
went to his office and called in 
the engineers. He found fault 
because there was a slight move- 
ment, at one corner of the wind- 
shield. This of course must be 
remedied. Going into this matter, 
it was found that the entire 
chassis would have to be changed. 
Mr. Cord insisted on it, no matter 
what it cost, and this was done 
at great expense, holding up the 
building of the Cord automobile 
several months, in addition to the 
expenditure. 

When one meets Mr. Cord, he 
soon learns why the executive is 
successful. He refuses to enthuse 
and when pinned down on a 
question regarding his product he 
usually says: “We are building a 
high-grade product the best we 
know how. Just go out and try 
it and see if we are not right.” 

We might also mention that 
Mr. Cord is a salesman and it 


does not take long for him to sell 
himself as well as his products to 
callers at his office.

NALYZING the first half operations in the 
aviation industry, it interesting to find that the 
number of airplanes built was about 70 per cent. more than 
the total for the first half of 1928. The figures recently | 
announced show a total production of ships of 3,381, of which 
2.854 were commercial planes, there being a slight decrease 
in the number of military airplanes built. The total value 
of the planes manufactured in America was $17,032,747. 
This is interesting, but to our mind it is not as signifi- 
cant as to the fact that whereas the production of airplane 
engines increased 78 per cent. over the first six months last 
year the sales value increased only 20 per cent.

NEW TAX REGULATION 


Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 7.—It is re- 
ported that several of the motor 
bus lines which came under the 
jurisdiction of the Georgia Public 
Service Commission are contem- 
plating a legal attack on taxes 
imposed upon the carriers by the 
last legislature. 

While little was known of their 
plans it has been learned at the 
capitol that several inquiries had 
been made of the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office and several unnamed 
bus operators were quoted as ex- 
pressing their determination not to 
pay the taxes. The act placing the 
motor bus operators under the pub- 
lic service commission provides for 
the nayment of a fee of $35 for a 
certificate of convenience and neces- 
sity and an annual fee of $25 per 
vehicle. 

A mileage tax varying with the 
of the buses also will be 
paid. The mileage tax ranges from 
one-quarter of a cent per mile for 
a ten-passenger bus to three-quar- 


| ters for a twenty-passenger vehicle.

After dropping to 
around $62 a share, this stock 
bounced back to 68%, on Satur- 
day in two hours of trading, to 
close the week 2%, points higher 
than the 66 at which it finished 
the preceding week 

Another notable 
strength was found in the shares of 
the Hudson Motor Car Company 
After closing last week at 75 and 
falling off only a_ point in 
the early part of the week. this 
stock actually gained ground dur- 
ing the worst of the market ccl- 
lapse and went forward six points 
on Saturday in impressive man- 
ner to close at 81 for a gain of 
6', points for the week As has 
been pointed out in this column a 
number of times. the Hudson stock 
has many friends in financial) cir-, 
cles and in all the recent weakness 
of automotive stocks it has stood 
the test in excellent shape Right 
now it is selling almost within 10 
points of its high for the year, which 
is more than can be said for most 
of the prominent automotive stocks 
selling at more than $75 a share 

Chrysler, another prominent 
motor stock, is among those 
against which there has been the 
most severe pressure from Wall 
Street “bears” in recent months. 
It survived the past week in much 
better fashion than the previous 
one when it dropped from 65 to 
58%,. In the past week it lost only 
one point despite pressure of the 
most severe sort. 

As Walter P. Chrysler. president, 
pointed out more than a week ago, 
the present low price of the Chrys- 
ler stock is not warranted by the 
company's current business. This 
stock was selling $115 a share 
a year ago. when the company’s 
business was at practically the same 
level at which it now is. Although 
it may be pointed out with some 
justice thet the stock was selling 
too high then, the cutting of the 
price almost in half certainly has 
not been justified by the company 
business this year. which has been 
well above the 1928 level 

The new Packard stock held its 
ground in the past week, closing at 
the figure where it stopped the pre- 
ceding week, 26%. This is another 
popular stock in Wall Street and 
should be one of the leaders this 
fall if the automotive stocks have 
any sort of an up-market 

Another passenger car stock to 
stage a notable comeback during 
the bad break of the past week was 
Nash.
